In the matter of mint marks, for- 
eign coinage brings a_ refreshing 
change to collectors who are weary 
of endless D’s and S’s. 

Not that I have anything against 
our mints—I don’t—but isn’t it nice 
to have A (Alamos, Berlin, Paris, 
Vienna), F (Hall, Stuttgart), L (Bay- 
onne, Lisbon), M (Madrid, Mel- 
bourne, Milan, Minas, Toulouse) 
and the rest around for, should I say, 
variety? 

Outstanding in this category are 
the French 1854-A (gold) 20 francs 
with double A, Swiss 1954-B 5 cen- 
times with filled bottom B and West 
German 1950-F 5 pfennigs with 
short or long top F. 

Recut letters range from single 
characters, such as the M (evidently 
a designer’s initial) on the Egyptian 
1937 2 piastres, to complete recut- 
ting of lettering, such as on the ob- 
verse of the Canadian 1949 cent, or 
reverse of the Malaya and British 
Borneo 1958 5-cents. 

One of my favorite coins is a Co- 
lombian 1959 50-centavos. The 
words Republica de Colombia are 
clearly recut, and you can see double 
lines on Colomb with the unaided 
eye, 

Another type of variety is the 
filled die. My one specimen of this 
type is the Belgian 1957 20-centimes. 
Duplicates of this coin have the let- 
ters RAU below the miner’s lamp. 
However, one coin has a light R 
and the other two letters are miss- 
ing. 

I’ve found two bars on foreign 
coins. One is on a Lebanese 1952 
25-piastres, and connects the bot- 
toms of the B and A in the word 
Libanaise. 

The other is on a Netherlands 
Antilles (Netherlands West Indies) 
square 1957 5-cent coin. The words 
Nederlandse Antillen are in a cir- 
cular area with rims at top and bot- 
tom, and the bar connects the sec-

rim. You can see this with the un- 
aided eye, but low magnification 
helps bring it out. 

Varieties in Design 

Design varieties include different 
designs used at the same time, acci- 
dents (such as die breaks) and re- 
cuttings and changes by official 
order. 

The first group is best represented 
by two British coins. First is the 
three pence. According to K. E. Bres- 
sett’s A Guide Book of English Coins, 
the 12-sided nickel-brass coin and the 
smaller, round silver one were both 
struck from 1937-1946. 

The other British example is the 
case of the two reverses used on the 
shilling. One is the “English” shill- 
ing, and shows a crest with three 
lions; the other, the “Scottish” shill- 
ing, has a crest with a single lion. 
The two crests are from the British 
royal arms, according to Bressett. 

There are three main reasons for 
the many die breaks on foreign 
coins. 

First, many countries probably 
use dies until the dies are worn out. 

Second, some countries (Lebanon, 
for example) have their coins struck 
by other countries or private firms. 
The longer a die is used, the lower 
one’s operating costs are. 

And third, most people probably 
don’t care about die breaks, so long 
as the coins produced are usable. 

The Finnish 1962 10-markkaa has 
two die breaks. One runs through 
the aa of markkaa. The other runs 
almost vertically through the center 
limb on the right side of the tree. 

An easier-to-spot die break is on 
the obverse of the South African 
1954 three pence. It forms a vertical 
line running inward from the rim, 
between the FE. and L of Elizabeth. 

This group also includes such 
items as the Canadian 1946 cent with 
a blob near the truncation of the bust, 
the French 1955-B 100 francs with a 
dot on the front of the helmet, the 
British 1961 florin with a horizontal 
die break along the bottom of the 
bust and the Greek 1926 2-drachmas 
with, of all things, a double nose! 

Change by official order is typi- 
fied by the 1953 British coinage. In 
this case, according to Bressett, the 
London mint (after a period of

mintage) found that there wasn’t 
enough detail on the portrait—the 
dies were in too low relief. So, dur- 
ing the year, the dies were “re- 
touched” and a better portrait re- 
sulted. 

I’ve barely scratched the surface 
of the foreign varieties field with 
the coins I’ve described. But you can 
see that foreign varieties offer a 
great deal of enjoyment to the in- 
terested collector. And unless and 
until they follow U. S. varieties into 
the headlines, there are plenty to 
go around. 

Why do we collect varieties at all, 
some people ask? It’s a good ques- 
tion. 

Do we want to show we can catch 
governments in error? Do we want 
to own unusual or (in some cases) 
unique coins? Do we simply want 
what is freakish? 

Or are we seeking to expand our 
personal horizons as numismatists? 

Perhaps the truth is that we want 
all these things—and something 
more. 

For, in an age of standardization, 
varieties are concrete testimony to, 
and encouragement for, the indi- 
vidual. In a civilization which wor- 
ships sameness, varieties dare to be 
different—and if they can succeed 
at this, maybe we can too.

The office of Postmaster Gen- 
eral John A. Gronouski announced 
the first-day ceremonies for the 
Battle of New Orleans Commemo- 
rative postage stamp will be held 
on Jan. 8, 1965, in New Orleans.

a corner of Ashkelon where a Co- 
rinthian capital stands near public 
buildings of the 20th century. Ash- 
kelon is engraved in Hebrew and 
English. 

On the reverse is a replica of 
the bronze coin of Ashkelon depict- 
ing the prow of an oared galley. 
The Greek letters AE, an abbre- 
viation of Ashkelon, and the Greek 
letters NZ representing the year 
47 BCH, are there also. On the

rim the inscription “Coin of Ash- 
kelon 47 BCE” is in Hebrew and 
English.

There’s Art and History 
In Oldtime Pattern Coins 


An alloy compounded of gold, 
silver and copper was patented in 
1877. It was called “goloid’” and 
intended specifically for use in 
United States coins. By combining 
gold and silver, it was hoped goloid 
would put an end to the contro- 
versy raging through the country 
as to which metal would serve as 
the standard of exchange. 

When a bill was brought before 
Congress to change U.S. coin 
values to a metric system of 
weights and measures, goloid dol- 
lars, half dollars and quarter dol- 
lars were struck off and furnished 
to the congressional coinage com- 
mittee for study and possible adop- 
tion. 

The goloid coins bore a Liberty 
head obverse with the date 1878; 
on the reverse, the coins identified 
themselves as goloid and listed the 
contents of the alloy. The coins 
were of convenient size and weight, 
they accepted a strike well and 
made a good appearance, and the 
copper content of the alloy would 
give them good wearability. 

In all things the goloid coins 
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seemed to prove acceptable to the 
congressional coinage committee 
until mint officials demonstrated 
that it was almost impossible to 
distinguish between dollar speci- 
mens struck in goloid and in stand- 
ard silver. Counterfeiters with 
well made dies could therefore turn 
out coins in silver rather than the 
more costly goloid and the ordi- 
nary citizen would have no means 
of detecting the difference. The 
coinage committee turned thumbs 
down on goloid coins, the “coun- 
terfeiter’s delight.” 
Important to Numismatists 

Thus illustrated is one of the 
many official uses of pattern coins. 
To the numismatist, pattern coins 
are equally important. As art, pat- 
tern designs often excel those 
which have been accepted for cir- 
culation. As history, pattern coins 
are tangible evidence of the 
thoughts and ambitions of the 
past. 

By definition, a pattern coin is 
a coin bearing a design that has 
not been authorized for circula- 
tion. This includes coins that are 


similar to circulating coinage but 
that have minute changes in de- 
sign or inscription or are dated 
prior to the time the coin was offi- 
cially released. 

An example of a pattern coin 
slightly different from circulating 
coinage would be the 1916 walking 
Liberty half dollar, on which LIB- 
ERTY appears above the words 
IN GOD WE TRUST instead of 
around the upper edge. An exam- 
ple of a coin dated prior to its offi- 
cial release is the 1856 flying eagle 
cent, which wasn’t legal coinage 
until 1857. 


Under this broad heading are 
the specific types of pattern coins, 
the experimental, the trial and the 
mule or hybrid pieces. Experi- 
mental pieces are those struck 
from regular coinage dies in a va- 
riety of metals and alloys to test 
the appearance and wearability of 
the proposed coin. The goloid coins 
are an example. 


Trial pieces are coins struck in 
soft metal to test the new dies. 
Examples here are the many 








“_— 


known aluminum counterparts of 
circulating coins. 

The mule or hybrid coins are 
those struck with one official die 
and an obverse or reverse that has 
not been authorized by law. The 
transitional dimes and half dimes 
of 1859-60, on which the words 
UNITED STATES OF AMERI- 
CA had been removed from the 
reverse but had not yet replaced 
the stars around the edge of the 
obverse, are examples. 

Although an official United 
States mint wasn’t established un- 
til 1792, pattern coins of much ear- 
lier date exist to show that the 
problem of standardizing the 
Spanish and English coinage then 
circulating in the country had long 
been considered. Probably the 
earliest of these was the Continen- 
tal dollar of 1776. Experimental 
pieces struck in brass, pewter and 
silver were the first dollar size 
coins proposed for the U.S. 

Pre-mint Pattern 

Another pre-mint pattern is the 
extremely rare Nova Constellatio 
of 1783. Struck in silver, these 
pieces, given values of 1,000, 500 
and 100, indicate an early consid- 
eration of decimal coinage. A de- 
sign similar to the Constellatio 
patterns got into circulation as 
copper cents in 1783 and 1785. 

Robert Birch, an engraver at 
the mint in 1792, is credited with 
most of the mint’s products for 
that year. He designed the disme, 
the half disme and two varieties of 
an outsize copper cent known as 
the Birch cent. 

Most interesting of these is the 
half disme, supposedly struck from 
George Washington’s silverware. 
The obverse of the coin bears the 
head of a woman—some say Mar- 
tha Washington—with the date 
beneath it and the motto LIB. 
(ERTY) PAR. (ENT) OF SCI- 
ENCE AND INDUSTRY. On 
the reverse is a small eagle sur- 
rounded by the words UNIT. 
STATES OF AMERICA, and be- 
neath the eagle HALF DISME. 

Between 1,500 and 2,000 of the 
half dismes were struck and prob- 
ably intended for circulation, but 
because the legal technicality of 
posting a $10,000 bond had not 
been met by mint officials, the 
coins of 1792 were not lawful and

had decreased and an act of Con- 
gress reduced the amount of silver 
to be used in each dollar. 

Plans for the new dollar had be- 
gun in 1836 with the appointment 
of Christian Gobrecht as assistant 
to mint engraver William Kneass. 
Between 1836 and 1839 Gobrecht 
turned out 10 different pattern 
dollars based on his seated liberty 
and flying eagle designs. The mi- 
nute changes in design illustrate 
the detailed planning and experi- 
mentation that go into producing 
a coin for circulation.

When coining was begun in 
1840, Gobrecht’s seated Liberty 
with starred border was retained 
for the obverse and continued to 
be used on American silver coin- 
age until 1892. His striking fly- 
ing eagle, however, was replaced 
by a less distinctive emblematic 
eagle holding an olive branch and 
arrows in its talons. 

By 1878 the process of getting 
pattern coins from the mint to the 
hands of collectors had suffered 
such abuses that Congress thought 
it necessary to forbid entirely the 
sale of pattern coins. Until that 
time it had been standard practice 
for the mint to sell pattern coins 
for three dollars plus the cost of 
the metal. Fortunately for nu- 
mismatists, the 1873 law was 
loosely enforced and a few pat- 
tern coins continued to escape the 
mint. 

Far West Money Problem 

Very little paper currency found 
its way to the far west, where the 
gold rush had made metal the fa- 
vorite medium of exchange, and 
the problem was only partially 
solved by private gold coinage. As 
early as 1854 a bill was presented 
to Congress to provide for the 
striking of a coin valued at $100, 
to be known as a “union”, and an- 
other valued at $50, to be known 
as a “half union.” 

The most recent pattern coin 
known is the 1916 walking Liberty 
half dollar, discussed earlier. The 
few examples that have eluded the 
mint are so similar to the regula- 
tion coinage of 1916 that it is be- 
lieved the patterns were unknow- 
ingly spent by mint employees. 

Whatever other pattern coins 
may have been created since 1916 
the mint has apparently destroyed, 
and they are forever lost to stu- 
dents and collectors. It seems a 
shame that coins of such impor- 
tance to numismatic history can- 
not be preserved in the Smithson- 
ian or some other museum where 
they could be seen and appreciated 
by present and future numisma- 
tists.

ing where I’ve been. This is the 
way I see it. The coin investor- 
collector is chasing a taxi.: Instead 
of saving a quarter by investing it 
in an obsolete collector’s item, he 
is saving a dollar by investing it 
in a roll of stock in the modern 
mint. He is competing with the 
mint, which is unfair competition; 
guess which will come out winner 
in the long run. When the dust 
clears, the mint will have arrived 
with the coins and the collector will 
be left holding his bag full, ex- 
hausted at the bank door as he 
turns in his modern coins for fold- 
ing money.” 

“You’ve been thinking too 
hard,” I said. “If a man doesn’t 
take a chance he will never go 
down in history.”

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Biblical Coin Donated 


To Lafayette College 


A rare “tribute penny of the 
Bible” issued by the Roman re- 
public during the time of Christ 
has been presented to the 
Lafayette College library. The 
coin is a silver denarius produced 
in the reign of the Roman emperor 
Tiberius, A.D. 14-37. The dona- 
tion was made by Charles W. 
Neumoyer of Easton, Pa. 

Neumoyer also donated a panel 
mounted description of the denar- 
ius and a book of mounted photo- 
graphs of coins from his collection 
dating from 600 B.C. to 472 A.D. 

The denarius was first used by 
Rome in about 180 B.C. and be- 
came a common medium of ex- 
change long after the formation of 
the Roman Empire. According to 
Neumoyer, most existing similar 
coins are in museums which avidly 
seek them because they are so 
closely associated with the last 
days of Christ’s life. 

Neumoyer in 1960 sold all but 
about 30 items in his extensive col- 
lection. The sale attracted wide- 
spread attention at a convention 
of the Metropolitan Numismatists 
Association in New York.

Foresees End 
lo 

Speculative 
Coin Flurries 





The coin business will soon wres- 
tle free of the speculative grip 
which has sent coin collecting soar- 
ing to unprecedented heights. 
That’s the opinion of a veteran 
California coin and stamp dealer. 

“We’re in a coin craze period 
which does not reflect the true in- 
tentions of the conscientious col- 
lector,” said Floyd J. Locher, op- 
erator of Sacramento’s large Hob- 
bycrafts store for some 32 years. 

When Locher and his wife, Phy]- 
lis, opened a coin department in 
the store 12 years ago, there were 
only three other coin shops in the 
Sacramento area. “Today,” he 
said, “we have 30 competitors. 
Some of the coin businesses will 
have a rough time in the near fu- 
ture because the speculation fad 
seems to be on the wane. However, 
the true collectors will continue to 
buy, trade and barter, and the 
coin industry will thrive because of 
them.” 


Dealer difficulties will come of 
inexperience, Locher _ inferred. 
“New dealers, accustomed to han- 
dling the demands of speculators 
who are in a hoarding mood, may 
already have made the error of 
stocking up with the wrong types 
of coins and coin supplies,” he said. 

The speculative collector fre- 
quently doesn’t know what he 
wants, Locher observed. ‘He just 
comes to buy with the idea of 
making profits. The true collector 
usually knows what he wants and 
purchases select items. He, of 
course, will be the mainstay of the 
coin dealer’s business long after 
speculation has died away. For 
this reason, we have stocked our 
store to fill his needs.” 

Locher seeks a 40 per cent profit 
on the sale of coins and supplies. 
His 200 square foot coin depart- 
ment produces more than 25 per 
cent of the 13,000 square foot 
store’s annual sales volume, he 
said. 


In stocking his coin section, 
Locher buys only U.S. coins and 
foreign crowns, with a special lean- 
ing toward U.S. vintage coins from 
the earliest years to 1916. He also 
stocks gold commemoratives. 

Lately, Locher said, physicians 
are sending their patients to his 
store as well as to others, urging 
that they consider taking up a 
hobby for purposes of mind occu- 
pancy, or mental therapy. 

“It certainly brings peace of 
mind,” he said. “Adults come into 
the store to browse, and invariably 
they are attracted to the coin sec- 
tion. There’s an instinctive urge 
to possess something truly valu- 
able and negotiable, and I believe 
this is what makes coin collecting 
so fascinating and compelling. It 
has appeal to every age group.” 

Locher noted that 10 per cent 
of his coin purchasers are women. 
“Many do not collect for them- 
selves,” he pointed out. “They 
seek starter sets or coin sets as 
gifts for their husbands or male 
companions.” 

Because people have a tendency 
to browse at the coin section and 
an average of one customer in six 
makes a coin purchase, Locher has 
found it to be profitable to let cus- 
tomers make their own decisions 
regarding coins. 

“You don’t make any more sales 
using high pressure methods than 
you do with the casual low pres- 
sure means of selling,” he said. 
“We never hurry the customer or 
let the patron walk out of the store 
with an uncertain purchase. In 
coins, it is best that the buyer re- 
main convinced that the selection 
he made was his own choice and 
decision. 

“T’m in the coin business to 
stay,” Locher concluded. “It is 
certainly a rewarding enterprise.” 

Especially, he might have added, 
for those who correctly read the 
trends and markets.

huge quantities of sets to specu- 
lators and opportunists.” 


Cites Canadian Issues 

Charlton sees a bonanza in near- 
ly all aspects of recent Canadian 
mint issues. The big thing now, he 
says, is the interest in B.U. rolls, 
bags, proof-like sets and proof-like 
silver dollars. 

“There are several reasons for 
this,” he said. ‘First, there is no 
question about Canadian coins at- 
tracting more and more collectors 
in both Canada and the United 
States. It’s an active market; deal- 
ers like to handle items whose 
prices are rising. 

“Second, the collectors aren’t 
blind, either. It’s only human na- 
ture to get in on something that 
makes money. 

“Third, new dealers are getting 
into the Canadian coin business. 
It’s easy for them to get a stock 
of recent year mintages of B.U. 
rolls, bags, proof-like sets and 
proof-like silver dollars. They feel

that with their limited knowledge 
of coins they are better off to han- 
dle such material.” 

Recognizing the facts doesn’t 
necessarily mean you agree with 
them. Charlton recalls wistfully 
the coins of Canada which were 
popular before the latest fad took 
hold. Many older Canadian col- 
lectors and dealers, he said, regret 
today’s overemphasis on the B.U. 
rolls, proof-like sets and bags. 


Return to Numismatics 


“Tt’s not really numismatics in 
the true sense of the word,” he 
pointed out. “As the dictionary 
defines numismatics, it is the 
study, science or knowledge of 
coins and medals. And it doesn’t 
take much science or knowledge to 
sell a bag of coins. 

“Some of us feel the sooner we 
get back to real numismatics, the 
better. Of course there’s a differ- 
ence of opinion on this; some say 
the modern development is just a 
phase that may pass.” 

Charlton said a healthy trend 
would be a growth of interest in

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Reduction of 
Silver Content 


In U.S. Coins 


Is Inevitable 
Says Yeoman 


There will have to be a change; 
anything that will reduce the con- 
tent of silver in U.S. coins is in- 
evitable. 


That’s the opinion of Richard S. 
Yeoman, author of the Red Book 
of U.S. coins and several other 
works of the Whitman Publishing 
Co., Racine, Wis. 

“T believe the U.S. mint should 
go to a base metal for the present 
silver coins directly and as soon as 
possible, instead of taking appease- 
ment measures designed to favor 
mining interests,” Yeoman said. 

“Let’s get it over with,” is Yeo- 
man’s view. He cites the following 
reasons: 

1. Nothing the treasury depart- 
ment does to change the coins will 
be convenient for the business sec- 
tor of the economy. 

2. The individual who uses coins 
in change will not be inconven- 
ienced by a change to any other 
metal. 

3. Businesses will be inconven- 
ienced by the changes required in 
their vending machines, telephones 
and similar services in which silver 
coins are used. But later changes 
to base metals would be just as in- 
convenient and still more expen- 
sive. 

It’s something like a highway 
problem, Yeoman believes. Do you 
patch up the old road? Do you lay 
a strip at either side to widen it? 
Or do you relocate the entire road, 
remove buildings and other ob- 


structions, and meet the problem 
head-on? 

As to which metal to use, nickel 
unquestionably is the most prac- 
tical, Yeoman said. “It’s low cost, 
we’ve had experience with it, and 
it is readily available. The argu- 
ment that nickel is a_ so-called 
strategic material and is not mined 
in quantity in the United States 
does not hold water. It can be ob- 
tained in large quantities from our 
friendly neighbor, Canada.” 

Even a change to base metal or 
lower silver content will not make 
up the deficit in the net available 
balance of silver stocks, Yeoman 
pointed out. As of now the com- 
mercial use of silver is just too 
great, he said. 

Clear the First Hurdle 

“Tf we continue to use silver in 
our coins — in any quantity — we 
will hasten the crisis in silver. In 
making a complete change now to 
base metal we will get over the 
first hurdle, and while the silver 
shortage will continue to affect in- 
dustrial users it will be to a lesser 
degree. Of course the present non- 
silver coinage won’t be affected at 
alles 

But how would new non-silver 
coins affect coin collecting? “In 
theory, the change in alloy alone 
wouldn’t affect the value of a coin 
in the collector’s eyes,’ Yeoman 
said with a twinkle in his eye. “But 
from a practical standpoint, silver 
always has had a certain prestige. 
For a time silver coins may seem 
more desirable, and it’s possible 
they will be hoarded by both col- 
lectors and non-collectors simply 
because in time their bullion value 
will be greater than their face 
value.” 

Yeoman took a moment to con- 
sider what he had just said about 
a hot subject affecting some 10 mil- 
lion coin collectors. 

“The other side of the silver 
coin,” he said, “is its value to the 
collector. When the government 
returns silver coins through the 
federal reserve for melting to bol- 
ster treasury holdings, collectors 
will resist the flow by individual 
hoarding. It will be a manifestation 
of Gresham’s law, bad money driv- 
ing out good money.” 

This hoarding in turn will create

numismatic chaos and place arti- 
ficial values on coins which other- 
wise would be common and not 
worth a premium, he said. Because 
they are silver and the government 
is calling them in, they will be con- 
sidered scarce. 


To Soften the Impact 

“It’s going to happen; what can 
you do about it?’ Yeoman con- 
tinued. ‘The impact of base metal 
coins should be softened by a well 
worded, down to earth treasury 
announcement to make it a simple 
transition instead of a panic. 

“T would say the treasury could 
satisfy collector preoccupation 
with silver by creating an adequate 
supply of proof sets in which the 
dime, quarter and half dollar would 
contain the present .900 fine 
standard alloy of silver. This 
should soften up the hoarding in- 
stinct and divert hoarding from 
trade channels enough to help re- 
lieve the coin shortage.” 

The collector’s influence must be 
recognized, Yeoman said. “He 
can’t be regulated. The laws of 
human behavior are stronger than 
any written law.” 

And the government lives in a 
glass house, he said. “No matter 
which door it uses to escape its 
problems, there is a pitfall waiting. 
Let’s be sure there is an ambulance 
and stretcher waiting, too.” 

It will, observed Yeoman, take 
the best emergency equipment to 
minimize the injury. 
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Africans Swamped by 
Coin Inquiries, Report 


The central banks of Africa and 
the Middle East have been deluged 
with inquiries from American, Ca- 
nadian and European coin collec- 
tors, according to Neil S. Cooper, 
overseas field man for Modern 
World Coins, Inc., Philadelphia. 

The inquiries have caused con- 
fusion in banks which have no ad- 
ministrative personnel to answer 
them, Cooper said. The Africans 
themselves have been surprised by 
the collector interest, and for the 
most part they’re flattered, Cooper 
added. 

Zambia has had 5,000 proof sets 
minted by the royal mint in Lon- 
don and has had more than 40,000 
requests and orders for them, 
Cooper said. Rhodesia is having 
2,000 proof sets minted in Pretoria 
and has been receiving letters at 
the rate of 200 a day, he said. 

Cooper’s report came after a 15- 
country numismatic buying tour. 
Modern World Coins said he is 
preparing an itemized country-by- 
country breakdown of the currency 
situation, and will circulate among 
the world’s mints in a continuing 
effort to get late information.

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Are Dealers 
Missing a Bet 
in Coins of the 
Philippines? 


by Ray Young 

Although they were made for al- 
most half a century and exist in 
this country in large numbers, the 
U.S. coins of the Philippines are 
apparently ignored by the average 
dealer. Aside from the MacArthur 
series, occasional offerings of Phil- 
ippine Republic coins, or a rare 
commonwealth commemorative 
set, the islands’ numismatic output 
isn’t heavily promoted. Because of 
this, many collectors are unac- 
quainted with the series. This, in 
turn, may mean that dealers are 
missing an important market. 

Ads for the comparatively few 
Philippine coins offered state that 
the country has forbidden the ex- 
port of silver coins, but I have seen 
relatively little effort to stress the 
type sets of the commonwealth. 
These types are in existence and 
very likely could be heavily sold. 

Supply and Demand 

One argument given against 
merchandising the Philippine 
series is that not enough of the 
pieces are available, but the un- 
availability apparently is more an 
artificial economic situation than 
a reflection of real supply. 

An unknown number of all types 
of Philippine coins came into the 
continental United States shortly 
after World War II. Few GIs who 
served there came back without at 
least one or two specimens. At the 
time, five denominations circulated 
in large numbers, the 50, 20, 10, 
5 and 1 centavos. (The silver peso 
doesn’t seem to have been widely 
available to most servicemen, 
many of these coins being on the 
bottom of Manila Bay.) Each was 
struck by at least one mint for 
three years, except for the 5 cen- 
tavo (Philadelphia in 1944 as well 
as Denver) and 1 centavo (1944-S 
only). 

Many of these coins are still 
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around, but not available. The un- 
availability is a matter of price; 
the low numismatic value doesn’t 
make it worth while for the owner 
to part with them. 

It’s reasonable to assume that 
most of the Philippine coins scat- 
tered throughout the U.S. are in 
better grades of condition. Most 
of those that returned to the states 
were brand new at the time. Aside 
from natural discoloration, preser- 
vation should be fairly good. I 
have noticed that the 50 centavo 
often has edge nicks, but the 
smaller values seem to have sur- 
vived quite well. 

A Cent for a Centavo 

Some time ago, I asked a leading 
company what it paid for Philip- 
pine pieces. This firm, which 
seemed to pay top dollar for well 
known pieces, replied that its buy- 
ing price was a cent for the cen- 
tavo, and five cents for the five 
centavo. While this might attract 
wholesalers dealing in mammoth 
quantities, it would hardly appeal 
to the holder of a few coins. And 
the latter is the one who seems to 
have the pieces. 

The recent accelerated interest 
in foreign coins, and the fact that 
World War II is an unknown and 
glamorous period to the younger 
collector, indicate a good potential 
for the wartime type sets that are 
available. 

Another possible advantage of 
the Philippine type set is that the 
U.S. issues are not widely collected 
by dates and mint marks. In fact, 
considering that some early issues 
were only small proof strikings, a 
complete collection would be be- 
yond the average collector’s means. 
The collector who doesn’t expect 
to get a full set, or who doesn’t 
even know what the complete set 
is, doesn’t miss not having it. 

Possible Scarce Items 
The prospect of a boom in the

rarer Philippine coins may be 
dimmed by the near-impossibility 
of getting a complete set. If the 
average collector wants only one of 
each type of peso issued, he’ll take 
any two, preferably the cheaper, 
more common dates. 

However, there is one area that 
offers the possibility of good-sell- 
ing scarcities — condition. While 
the Philippine coins buried around 
the country may have avoided 
wear, they naturally would not 
have escaped the usual inroads of 
time on their finishes. It seems 
logical to assume that by this time 
a B.U. centavo or nickel 5 centavo 
would be a definite rarity. These 
coins were not extensively col- 
lected at the time they were issued. 
Those that were returned to the 
states for the most part were han- 
dled by non-collectors in the days 
when few people knew or cared 
about preserving a coin’s finish; it 
was just a foreign coin to show off 
and forget. It was possible to get 
uncirculated specimens from the 
bureau of the treasury in Manila, 
by mail, but this fact received little 
publicity compared with that given 
today’s floods of orders to foreign 
mints and banks. 

Here, again, we have the supply 
and demand cycle keeping the bet- 
ter coins back. I have seen little 
evidence that dealers buy Philip- 
pine coins on the basis of condi- 
tion. A 5 cent price for a B.U. 5 
centavo dated 1944 is the obvious 
result. 

The Dealers Source 

The field of U.S. Philippine coin- 
age has another advantage worth 
thinking about. The dealer would 
be the major, if not the only, source 
of supply. 

Another factor is age. The last 
U.S. coins for the Philippines were - 
minted 19 years ago. The coins 
circulated in a primarily agricul- 
tural country where money was 
acquired and spent, not held for 
its artistic value. As time goes on, 
the Philippine source may dry up 
(considering the substitution of 
other alloys for silver), but the 
American pool is still intact. If in- 
terest can be generated in those 
pieces, and if holders can be moti- 
vated to turn their extras over to 
dealers, a new market may arise to 
ease the crowded U.S. and Cana- 
dian situation.

Items listed include proof-like 
sets and dollars from 1960 to 1964, 
brilliant uncirculated commemora- 
tive silver dollars, brilliant uncir- 
culated bags and rolls and brilliant 
uncirculated sets. One section lists 
brilliant uncirculated rolls from 
nickels through half dollars in 
single rolls or lots of five. Another 
section features brilliant uncircu- 
lated sets from 1953 to 1964, once 
again in singles or lots of five.
